An Ad to extend and define the Limits of 
/Rights Town. 

WHEBEAS it is expedient to extend 
the limits of Speightstown beyond 
those fixed by the Act of I-lth February, 
1843, entitled "An Act to extend the ^ 
limits of the town called Speights-town, in •P'«»»Wf. 
the Parish of Saint Peter." ;fe it tbercrfbre 
enacted by the Governor, Council, and As- 
sembly of this Island, and by the anthof * 
ity of the same, as follows : — 

I. From and after the passing of this Act, 
the limits of the said Town of Speights 
Town shall be, and the same are hereby 
declared to be extended from, and to the 
following boundaries, that is to say : From 
Atkinson's Alley on the North, traversing 
westerly to the corner of the Parish Church 
wall, thence on northward to sixty feet to Limits of Speighti* 
the east side of the bridge known as ** Prin- ^^^^' 
oess Helena's" bridge, the existing bounda- 
ries, and Uieir extensions, and (lie limits of the 
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name, being duly marked and stated in 
the plot marked A, annexed to this Act, 
an^ wfeich plot shall, xxy^oxs. the passing of 
this Ac^*, be signed as the plot herein desig- 
nated by the Honourable Auj^ustus Briggs, 
Speaker of the Honourable Honse of 
Assembly ; said plot being entitled — " A 
" plan of Speights Town, situated in the 
** parish of St. Peter, and Island of Bar- 
" bados. Certified, November I2th^ 1873, 
J. B. Springer, S.L.S." 

II. This Act, and the hereinbefore recited 
Act of 14th February, 1848, shall be taken 
and read together as* one Act,

An Act to grant a pension to Frances 
Agard Braihwaite^ late attendant uj 
the Lunatic Asylum* 

WHER£AS it appears by a Message 
from His Excellency the Governor to 
the House of Assembly, under date 16th 
J^ne, 1874, forwarding an application 
fi*om Frances Agard Brathwaite, late 
attendant in the Female Department of 
the Lunatic Asylum, that she was an 
Preamble. attendant in the above Institution, for 

a period of over twenty years, with a tri- 
fling loss of time from sickness, or any other 
cause, as can be testified b^ the Medical 
Officer, for 20 years, of said period, and 
that she is advanced in years, and feels 
unable to perform the heavy duties re~ 
quired of her; and praying that His Excel-, 
lency would bring her case to the notice of 
the iiegislature, recommending that a pen* 
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sion be granted to her. And wherea^ 
pears from a testimonial of Dr. Brb^ 
that the said^F^'^tices Agard Brathwaite, &s 
been serving the public at the Lunatic Asy- 
lum* since March 1846, and during her term 
of office, the present Superintendent has found 
her a most efficient servant, constant in the 
discharge of her duties, and uniformly kind 
and attentive to the inmates, and her wages 
(ei^ht dollars per month) not having been 
sufficient to enable her to make any Dro« 
vision for old age, the Superintenaent 
strongly recommends her to the kind con- 
sideration of His Excellency* And where- 
as it is deemed expedient to carr^ out the 
prayer of the Petition of the said Fran- 
ces Agard Brathwaite. Be it therefore en- 
acted by the Governor, Council, and As- 
sembly of this Island, and by the authority . 
of the same : That the said Prances Agard ^i^oi^p^X 
Brathwaite, shall be paid an annual pension monthly, nanted to 
of Ten pounds from the Public Treasury, on Francet A. Bnith. 
the Warrant of the Governor in Council, J^^ *<>' wn*^^ 
such payment to be made monthly, and * 
to commence as from the Fifteenth day of 
June. 1874, and to continue during the lifii 
of the said Frances Agard Brathwaite. ^

An Act to protect Henry FarreU Bdoy, oj 
the parish of St John in this Island, in 
the tcse of his invention of an improve^ 
ment of the Fhtigh, 

WHEREAS the said Henry Fari*elL 
Edey hath by his petition to the 
House of Assembly, represented that he Preamble, 
hath invented an improvement of the 
plough, that the said improvement is of 
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such a kind that it can be made to any 
plough now in nse, that by the adoption 
and use of said improvement a considera- 
ble saving of labor and capital will be 
eflFected ; and he has prayed to be pro- 
tected in the nse of his inventions by bar- 
ing an Act passed to secure to him, his 
Executors, Administrators^ and Assigns, the 
exclusive benefit thereof, for such period 
and under such restrictions as may seem 
proper. To the end therefore that the 
Baia Henry Farrell Edey may be protect- 
ed in the premises : Be it enacted by the 
Governor, Council, and Assembly of this 
Island, and by the authority of the same^ 
as fallows: 

I. The said Henry Farrell Edey, his 
Executors, Administrators, and Assigns, and 
every of them by himself and themselves, 
or by his and their deputy or deputies, 
servcmts or agents, or such others as he 
the said Henry Farrell Edey, his Execu- 
torSy Administrators, and Assigns shall at 
any time agree with and no others, from 
time to time and at all times hereafter 
during the term of seven years fropa the pass- 
ing of this Act shall, and lawfully may 
make, use, exercise, and vend his said in- 
yentions in such manner as to him, the 
said Henry Farrell Edey, his Executors, 
Administrators, and Assigns, or any of them, 
Hhall, in his or their discretion, seem meet, 
and that he the said Henry Farrell Edey, 
his Executors, Administrators, and Assigns, 
shall, and lawfully may have, and enjoy 
the whole profit, benefit, commodity, and 
^wlusive Patent ^advantage, from time to time, coming, 
lugus tor 7 yean, growing, and accruing and arising, by 
reason of the said inventions for and dur- 
ing the term of seven years hereinbefore men* 
tioned. 
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II. It shall not be lawful for any per- 
son, or persons, bodies politic or corpo- Proteetion to Pa- 
rate or any of them, during the continu- t«ntee. 

ance of the said term hereby granted either 
directly, or indirectly to make, nse, or put^ 
in practice the said inventions, or any part 
of the same, nor in any wise counter- 
feit, imitate, or resemble the same, nor 
make, or cause to be made, anj addition 
thereto, or subtraction from the samOi 
whereby to pretend himself, or themselves, 
the inventor, or inventors thereof, without 
the consent of the said Henry Farrell Edey, ^ 
his Executors, Administrators, and Assigns 
in writing under his or their hand or hands, 
and seal or seals, first had and obtained in 
that behalf. 

III. That if any person or persons who* 
soever, body or bodies politic or corporate, 
shall, during the continuance of the said 

term, at any time either directly or indi- Remedr for ia* 
rectly make, use, or put in practice, or vend fringement. 
the said inventions or improvements, or any 
of them, or any part thereof, within this Is- 
land, without a permission or license first 
had and obtained, from the said Henry Far- 
rell Edey, his Executors, Administrators, or 
Assigns. The said Henry Farrell Edey, his 
Executors, Administrators, and Assigns, 
shall have and be entitled to such and the 
like remedies, both at law and in equity, in 
the Courts of this Island, against any such 
person, body politic or corporate, for every 
such infringement or violation of the rights 
and privileges hereby granted to him and 
them, or against the person or persons 
for whose benefit the same shall have been 
so made, used, or put in practice, with* 
out such license or permission as afore- 
Mid, as the grantee of any Letters patent 
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for any Invention, would be entitled to 
in the like case by the law of £neland. 
And in any action which may be brought 
&^ain»t any sach person, body politic or 
corporate, it shall be lawfal for the de- 
fendant in such action to plead any such 
matter in defence as may be pleaded by 
any defendant in any action brought ia 
the Courts of "Westminster Hall for the 
infringement of any Patent granted by 
Proviso, that Spe- Her Most Gracious Majesty Provided, 

montha after passing I'ell Edey shall not file a specification ot 
of Act. bis inventions in the Secretary's Office 

of this Island, within six calendar montlis 
after the passing of this Act, then this 
Act and all liberties and advantages whatso- 
ever hereby granted shall utterly cease, deter- 
mine, and become void, anything hereinbe- 
fore contained to the contrary thereof in 
anywise, notwithstandinflr.

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Soperintendent. And whereas from the 
Ufch day of March, 1874» to the 15th 
day of May, 1874, James Manning, Esq, 
M.D , performed the duties of Superin* 
tendent. And whereas the Oovernor on 
the 15th day of May, 1874, appointed 
Charles Jervis, Esq., M.R.C.S.E. to act as 
Superintendent. And whereas it is desirable 
to mark by special favour the long, high- 
ly valued, and important services of the 
said Francis Oreenidge Browne, Be it 
therefore enacted by the Governor, Coun- 
cil, and Assembly of this Island, and by 
the authority of the same, as follows:

TTTHEREA8 by the 35th clause of the 
V4[ Act of the 1st of August 1850, the 
sniiv of £250 per annum is allowed to the 
Harbor Master, Molehead OflRjcer, Captain 
of the Port of Bridgetown, and Quarantine 
OfiBcer, as a Salary. And whereas the dutiea 
of the Harbor Master, Molehead Officer, 
Captain ot the Port of Bridgetown, and 
Quarantine Officer, have been considerably 
increased, and it is deemed expedient to 
increase the salary of the Harbor Master, 
Molehead Officer, Caj^ain of the Port of 
Bridgetown, and Quarantine Officer. Be it 
therefore enacted by the Governor, Council, 
and Assembly of this Island, and by the

CAP. VI. 

[20/A Ociol^, 1874.] 

An Act for incorporating tlw Barbados 
Branch of tM Independent Order oj 
Odd Fellows, Matwhester Unity, hriendly 
Society, 

WHEREAS the above Society have 
bj their petition to the House of 
Assembly set forth that the objects of the 
above Sixjiety are to raise a fund by en- 
trance fees, subscriptions of members, fines, 
donations, and by interest on capital, for 
insuring a sum of money to be paid on 
the death of a member to the widow or 
children, or executors, administrators or 
assigns, of such member, or for defraying 
the expenses of the burial of a member, 
and also for insuring a sum of money 
to be paid to a member on the death 
of his wife, for the relief of members in 
sickness and old age, for providing proper 
medicine and medical attendance for mem- Preamble, 
bers, for granting temporary assistance to 
the widows and children of deceased mem- 
bers, for providing members with assis- 
tance when travelling in search of employ- 
ment;, and for assisting members in dis- 
tressed circumstances. And that they are de- 
sirous of obtaining an Act of the Legis- 
lature incorporating them for the better 
carrying out the objects of the Society, 
and have prayed that an Act may be 
passed for incorporating the Society. And 
whereas it appearing that such an insti- 
tution will be a great advantage to the 
Public it is deemed expedient to encou- 
rage and promote the same by incorpo- 
rating the said Society with such privi- 
leges and immunities and subject to the 
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restrictiona and limitations hereinafter con- 
tained. Be it therefore enacted by the 
Governor, Council, and Assembly of this 
Island and by th6 authority of lUe BaujOy 
as follows : 

I. The present and all future members 
of the Society shall be and they are here- 
Incorpoiatci So- ^^ declared and adjudged to be one body 
politic and corporate by the name of the 
** Barbados Branch of the Independent Or- 
** der of Odd Fellows, Manchester Unity, 
** Friendly Society,** and bv that natue shall 
and may have perpetual succession, and 
shall and may sue and be sued in all 
Courts and before all magistrates, jus- 
tices, and others in all manner of actions, 
suits, complaints, matters and causes what- 
soever, and shall and may have a common 
seal, and the same niay vary and alter at 
their pleasure, and by the name aforesaid 
shall be in law capable of holding all 
such estates, real and personal, as hath 
been already acquired bv them, and of 
having, taking and holding for ever 
hereafter other estate, real and personal, 
either by purchase, gift, devise, or legacy, 
for the use and beneBt of the said Socie- 
ty, provided nevertheless that such real 
estate shall not exceed in value the sum 
of Five thousand pounds. 

II. The funds as well as the real estate and 
limits liability to effects of the Society shall be alone sub- 
funds, real estate, ject and liable to any charge and demand 
audeffectsofSociety. against the Society, and no subscriber 
to the capital of the Society shall be lia- 
ble for or charged with the payment of 
any debt or demand due from or by the 
Society beyond the extent of the above- 
said funds, property, and effects of the 
Society. 
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III. The Committee of Management of 
the said Society shall have fall power and 
authority to make, ordain, establish, and 
pnt into execution any byelaws ordinances 
orders, rales, and reeniations for and con- 
cerning the nomination, election, snsnen- 
fiion, removal, and expulsion of members 
and officers, and the management, collection, 
and disposal of the frnds, monies, or estates 
belonging to the said Society, and for con- 
ducting and regulating the business affairs 
and concerns of the said Society, and relative 
to any other matter or thing whatsoever, 
which may in any wise concern the good 
government of the said Society ; and the 
same from time to time to change, rep^aUor 
vary, as may sc^m proper. Provided always 
that no such bye laws, ordinances, orders, 
rules, and regulations, be in any wise re- 
pugnant or contrary to Her Majesty's pre- 
rogative royal or to the laws of Great Britain 
or this Island ; and the same shall not in 
any manner affect any other person or per- 
sons but those who are or may become 
members of the said Society. And it shall 
be lawful for the Committee of Management 
of the said Society to fix and appoint nil 
or any reasonable and adequate fines, for- 
feitures, and penalties for the non-observ- 
ance, non-performnnce, or breach thereof, 
add for enforcing the due observance thereof. 

IV. All fines, forfeitures, and penalties to 
be incurred by virtue of any bye-law, ordi- 
nance, order, rule, or regulation to be made, 
ordained, and established as aforepaid, and 
all snms of money to become due to the 
paid Society, from any of the members of the 
paid Societv, shall be sued for and recovered 
in a summary ^ay before any justice of the 
peace, on the complaint of the Secretary of 
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the Society, as in the case of servants wages, 
and all and every the justices of the peace 
are hereby authorised and required to take 
cognizance thereof accordingly ; and all 
fines, forfeitures and penalties when received, 
or the overplus thereof after deducting 
necessary charges, shall be paid into the 
hands of the Treasurer of the said Society 
for the time being, for the use of the said 
Society. 

V. If any Officer, Member or any Person 
In certain cases ^^ ^^^^ representation or imposition shall 

coippiaint may be obtain possession of any monies, securities, 
laid before a Police books, papers or Other effects of this Society, 
Magistrate or Justice or having the same in his possession 
of tae Fcace. ^^x^Xl withhold or misapply the same to 

purposes other than those expressed or 
directed in the general rules of the Lodge 
Bye Laws, he may upon complaint being 
made by the Secretary of said Society, on be- 
half of said Society, be summoned before a 
Police Magistrate or Justice of the Peace, 
who if he shall determine the complaint to be 
proved, shall adjudge and order the defen- 
dant to deliver up all such moneys, securi- 
ties, books, papers, or other effects, or to 
repay the amount of money so jnisapplied.

An Act to appoint an additional Clerk A> 
the Petty Debt Court of Bridgetoum. 

WHEREAS by the 4th Clause of the 
Act of the 22nd September, 1869, 
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entitled " An Act for the more easy and 

" speedy recovery of small Debts, and De 

'* mands,'* it was provided that a fit and 

proper person should be appointed " to be 

«* the Clerk of the Petty Debt Court for the 

" City of Bridgetown, at a salary of £100 

per annum." And whereas suitors and per- Preamble, 

sons having business in the aforesaid Court, 

suffer much inconvenience and vexation from 

the delays and irregularities which prevail 

in the business of the Court. And whereas it 

has been represented, that this is in a great 

measure owing to the insufficient provision 

which has been made for the performance of 

the duties of the Clerk's office: — and that 

it is impossible for one Clerk to perform 

these duties, — and that a salary of £100 p^^r 

annum is not a sufficient remuneration for 

the services of a person duly qualified to 

perform the duties of Chief Clerk to the 

said Court. And whereas it is deemed 

expedient to appoint an additional Clerk at a 

sufficient salaiy, to be the Chief Clerk of the 

said Court. Be it enacted by the Goven or, 

Council, and Assembly of this Island, and by 

the authority of the same as follows. 

I. The Governor shall appoint sonve fit 
and proper person to be the Chief Clerk to Governor to ap- 
the Petty Debt Court of Bridgetown, at a point, 
salary of Two hundred pounds per annum, 
to be paid from the Public Treasury, on Salary fixed at 
tlie warrant of the Governor in Council; ^^oo. 
and the Clerk so appointed shall enter 
into Bond to Her Majesty, her heirs and Bond, 
successors, himself in the sum of £1000, 
and two sureties in the sum of £500 
each, for the faithful discharge of the duties 
of his office, and for the due accounting 
and payment of all moneys received by him 
as «ncb Chief Clerk. 
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II. The Chief Clerk shall be the Frea- 
Burer of the said Court, and he shall per- 
form all the da ties heretofore required to be 
performed by the Town Clerk, in his capacity 
of Treasurer to the Petty Debt Court of 
Bridgetown. 

III. Upon and after the passing: of this 
Act the Governor shall appoint some fit and 
proper person to be the Assistant Clerk of the^ 
rettj Debt Court, at a salary of One hundred 

fninds per annum, to be paid from the Public 
reasury on the warrant of the Governor 
in Council, and the said Assistant Clerk shall 
enter into Bond to Her Majesty, her heirs, 
and successors, himself in the sum of £200 
and two sureties in the sum of £100 each, 
for the faithful discharge of the duties of his 
office, and for the due accounting and pay- 
ment of all moneys received by him.

Act to require the Parochial Treasurers 
to give the Auditors ajppointed^ and to 
he appointed, by the Vestries of the 
several Parishes of this Island, free 
access to the Books of the said parishes. 

WHEREAS by the Twenty-fourth 
clause of an Act of this Island passed 
on the 24th day of March, One thousand eight 
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hnndred ard seven ty-fonr, entitled *' An 
Act to amend and consolidate the fieveral 
Acts of this Island relating to Vestries," 
The Vestry of every parish is authoris- 
ed to appoint sorae fit and pro|)er per- 
son to audit the accounts of their parish. 
And whereas it is deemed expedient that Preamble, 
such Auditors should have free access to 
the Books of the said Parishes. Be it 
therefore enacted by the Governor, Conn- 
dl, and Ass3QibIy of this Island, and by 
the authority of the same, as follows : — 

I. It shall be lawful for every Auditor 
appointed under the hereinbefore recited 
Act of the 24th day of March, One thou- 
nand eight hnndred and seventy-four, to 
have tree access to the Books of the 
said parish, for which he shall have been 
appointed as Auditor, whenever he may 
deem it necessary ; and if the Parochial 
Treasurer refuses to erive such Auditor 

access to the Books as aforesaid, he shall ^ 

forfeit a sum not exceeding Fifty pound*), eurerref using ao 

to be recovered in a snmmary manner, 

before a Police Magistrate or Justice of 

the Peace of the District, on the com* 

plaint of the Chairman or Chnrchwarden 

of such parish ; such fine to be for the 

use of the Parish.

An Ad to cure a defect in the Act of fffs 4th 
of October, 1870, etitttled " An Act to re- 
" ffulate the landing and storing of Petro- 
" teum and its products, and to provide 
" a Jetty or Wharf for landing it, and 
•* suitable buildings for storing the same,'* 
arisen by reason of t/i4 repeal of an 
Act of the 29th November', 1858, and 
other Acts tvhich related to the Cus- 
toms Establishment. 

WHEREAS by the 6ih clause of the said 
Act, of the 4th day of October, 1870, 
the Governor of this Island is anthorised by 
warrant under his sign manual lo apj)oint a 
fit and proper person to be an additional 
officer of the Customs, to be employed aa 
Keeper of the Petroleum Warehouse, at an 
annual salary of One hundred and eighty 
PrtambU. pounds to be paid monthly from the Pub- 

lic Treasury, on the warrant of the Gover- 
nor in Council, and by the same clause it 
is enacted that such officer should enter 
into such bond and take such oath« and be 
subject to all and every the powerS; au- 
thorities, and provisions, and have and enjoy 
all and every the privileges and immuni- 
ties of the said officers of the Customs Estab- 
lishment, in like manner in every respect 
as if he had been appointed under the 
Act of the 29th of November, 1863, 
entitled — " An Act for an increase in the 
•* numbers of officers of the Customs Es- 
** tablishment,** And, whereas, by an Act 
of this Island, of the 5th of May, 1874, 
entitled ''An Act to consolidate and 
*' amend the several Acts of this Island 
" relating to the Customs Establishment,*' 
the said Act of the 29th of November, 
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1853, and other Acts relating to the 
Customs Establishment are repealed, and the 
powers, authorities, provisions, privileges 
and immunities, given in, and by the said 
recited Act of the 29th of November, 1853, 
and other Acts relating to the Customs 
Establishment are thereby re-enacted : 
And whereas it is deemed expedient, now, 
to subject the Keeper of the Petroleum 
Wal'ehouse to the powers, authorities, and

and also for the relief of its members in 
Preamble. sickness, and providing for the burial 

of them, their wives and children at death — 
and are desirous of having themselves incor- 
porated, the better to enable them to carry 
out their charitable design, and have prayed 
that an Act may be passed to incorporate 
the said Society— and whereas it appearing 
that such an institution will be a great 
advantage to the poor of this Island, it 
is deemed expedient to encourage and pro* 
mote the same, by incorporating the said 
Society with such privileges and immuni- 
ties and subject to the restrictions and 
limitations hereinafter contained.

successioH. ^^^ before all Magistrates, Justices, and 

others, in all manner of actions, suits, com- 
plaints, matters and causes whatsoever, and 
shall and may have a common seal, and 
the same may vary and alter at their 
pleasure, and by the name aforesaid shall be 
in law cajiable of holding all such estates, 
real and personal, as hath been already ac- 
quired by them, and of having, taking and 
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holding for ever hereafter other estate real 
and personal either bv purchase or jrift, 
devise or legacy for the use and benefit of 
the said Society : provided nevertheless that 
such real estate shall not exceed in value the 
sum of Five thousand pounds.

WHEREAS the Rector and Vestry of 
the Parish of St, James have present- 
ed their hamble petition to the General As- 
sembly of this Island setting forth, that they 
in the course of the last session petitioned the ., 
Assembly for a loan of £1000, namely, *^r««awe. 
£700 for the restoration of the Parish Church, 
£150 for the enlargement of St. Silas Chapel, 
and £150 for the erection of a School-room 
&c., in the district of St, John Baptist, and 
that the Assembly had generously acceded 
to their petition ; that the petitioners were 
advised that the sum of £700 would be suf- 
ficient to cover all the desirable repairs and 
restoration of the Parish Church, but that 
on proceeding with the work, the roof was 
found entirely valueless, being rotten 
throughout, while, from the effects, no 
doubt, of the shaking of the two great hur- 
ricanes which it had encountered, the pillars 
and arches supported by them, which the 
petitioners had hoped to preserve, immedi- 
ately on the removal of the west wall, for 
the purpose of lengthening the building, fell 
to the ground, thus rendering absolutely 
necessary a considerable outlay of money 
which had not been anticipated ; and that 
the petitioners consequently found themselves 
in this position, namely, that they had spent 
the £700 lent to them by the Assembly, ' 
but that the Church was far from being

WHEREAS William Smith Amies, of 
Guernsey, one of the Channel Islands, 
Preamble. England, hath by his petition to the House 

of Assembly, represented that he has invent- 
ed certain improvements in artificial manures 
consisting: of Carbon and Sulphate of Iron 
suitable for gardening and agricultural pur- 
poses, which may be used in a liquid or solid 
state, or mixed with earth, or ashes, &c. 
And be has prayed to be protected in the use 
of his inventions, by having: an Act passed to 
secure to him, his Executors, Administrators, 
and Assigns, the exclusive benefit thereof, for 
Buch period and under such restrictions ag 
may seem proper, to the end therefoie that 
the said William Smith Amies may be pro- 
tected in the premises : Be it enacted by the 
Governor, Council, and Assembly of thia 
Island, and by the authority of the same as 
follows : 

I. The said William Smith Amies, his 
Executors, Administrators, and Assigns, and 
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every of them by himself ^30 tiiemselves or Exclusive right for

in Equity in the Courts of this Island,

WHEREAy it is deemed expedient by 
remission of taxes on lands growing 
trees and otherwise to endeavour to encourage 
the cultivation and preservation of trees in the 
Island . Be it therefore enacted by The 
Governor, Council, and Assembly of this 
Island, and by the authority of the same, as 
follows : 

I. Any person having one acre or more of 
any kind of forest or other large growing trees 
standing at not more than sixteen feet apart, 
or otherwise, so as to overspread the land 
below, and carefully and successfully growing 
and protecting the same, shall be entitled 
from and after the Twenty- fifth day of March, 
One thousand eight hundred and seventy- 
five, to hold the land whereon the trees 
are so grown and protected, exempt from 
all legislative, parochial and other taxes, 
but such land shall only be so exempt 
from taxes so long as the trees are pro- 
tected and kept alive, and in a growing 
condition.

II. Any person who shall within fifteen Bounty on plant- 
years after the passing of this Act, plant one "^8 ^f^^^- 

acre or more of land with any kind of forest 
or other large growing trees, and shall care- 
fully and successfully grow, cultivate, and 
protect the same, said trees to be planted 
so as to stand at the end of four years not 
more than ten feet apart, and at the end of 
eight years not more than twenty feet apart, 
and after the latter period, standing so as / 

to overspread the land below, shall be en- 
titled to hold the land whereon the bame

exeinpt from taxes only so long as the trees 
are carefully and successfully cultivated, 
protected and kept alive, and in a growing 
condition, and the bounty given by this 
Clause shall be contingent also on the trees 
being so carefully and successfully culti vated, 
protected and kept alive, and in a growing 
condition. 

III. Any person desirous of availing him- Plot of land under 
self of the provisions of this Act, or the trees to be filed with 
Attorney, Manager, or any other person P^^ochial Treasurer.

the trees. 

Penalty on false I^. If any person in any returns re- 
statement, quired by this Act shall wilfully and cor- 
ruptly make any false statement or swear 
any matter or thing which shall be false 
or untrue, every person so offending and 
being thereof duly convicted ?hall be sub- 
ject and liable to such fines and penalties 
as by the laws in force persons con- 
victed* of wilful and corrupt perjury are 
subject and liable to. 

V. With the view of ensuring the proper 
Appointment of working of this Act, the Vestries of the 
Inspector of trees and ggveral Parishes shall annually, in the 
^ ' month of March or April, appoint some fit 

and proper person from their own body 
or otherwise to be Inspector of trees in 
their respective Parishes, and such Inspec- 
tor is hereby authorised when and so often 
as he shall think fit, at convenient times, 
to enter upon the lands set forth in the 
Plots, filed with the Parochial Treasu- 
rer of the Parish, as under trees, and 
test the accuracy of the returns and 
statements made, and see that the treeg 
are carefully and successfully planted, cul- 
tivated, protected, and kept alive and in a 
growing condition, and report thereon from 
time to time as he shall consider necessary, 
but at least once in every year to the Vestry 
appointing him, shewing whether the returns 
made, remain and are correct, and whether 
the trees are carefully and successfully plant- 
ed, cultivated, protected and kept alive, 
and in a growing condition, according to the 
intent and. meaning of this Act. 
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VI. The Vestries may also at any time 

if they think fit or advisable so to do, appoint Assistant Inspcc- 
any. one or more of their body, or any orbor tor may be appointed, 
person or persons, to go with and assist the 
Inspector in his inspection of the trees, or of 
any particular set of trees, and in making his 
report thereon. 

VII. If from any statement or matter 
appearing in the report of the Inspector of 
trees to his Vestry, or from any matter or cir- 
cumstance coming to the knowledge of the 
Vestries from their own observation or other- 
wise, it shall appear to the Vestries, that the 
requirements of this Act have not been com- 
plied with, they are hereby empowered until j^ certain cases 
the provisions of this Act are com[)lied with, taxes may be laid 
to instruct their Parochial Treasurer to col- and bounty withheld. 
lect the taxes uf on those lands to the same

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enacted by the Governor, Council and As-

An Act to consolidate and amend the several 
Acts of this Island for the appointment 
of a Superintendent of Public Works. 

WHEREAS the Act for the appointment 
of a Superintendent of Public Works 
passed on the 19th day of August, 1857, 
will expire on the 30th day of June in the 
present year, and it is deemed expedient to Preamble, 
consolidate and amend the several Acts of 
this Island relating to the office, and to 
provide for the appointment of a fit and 
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proper person to be Saperintendent of Pab- 
Jic Works, for the general purposes of the 
Island : Be it therefore enacted by the Go- 
yemor, Council, and Assembly of this Is- 
land, and by the authority of the same':— 

I. That from and after the Thirtieth day 
of June, One thousand eight hundred and 
seventy-five, it shall be lawful for the 
Governor of this Island to appoint from 
time to time, as occasion may require, a fit 
and proper person to be Superintendent of 
Public Works ; the person so appointed 
shall be paid a salary at the rale of Six hun- 
dred pounds ]>er annum, and such person 
80 appointed shall not hold any other office 
or situation, or engage in any other busi- 
ness or calling whatsoever. 

II. The services of the Superintendent 
shall be at the disposal of every department 
of the Colony, entrusted with the erection 
of public works and buildings, without any 
additional charges in excess of his salary ; 
and tie shall prepare for such departments, 
plans, specifications, and estimates for new 
works and buildings to be undertaken, 
and for alterations, improvements, and re- 
pairs to existing public works and buildings, 
and he shall superintend and inspect all 
such public works and buildings, and see 
that the erection, alteration, improvements 
and repairs of the same are faithfully carried 
out ; and he shall see that all contracts 
entered into in i-eference to public works 
and buildings are strictly complied with : 
and he shall, in all matters and things 
relating to public works and buildings 
render all necessary advice and assistance 
to the departments in charge thereof, and 
he shall attend to all such instructions and 
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directions as shall from time to time be 
given to him bj the Governor, and the paid 
several departments in reference to the in- 
spection of public works and buidings, and 
shall report annually to the Legislature on 
the condition of the same. 

III. In the execution of works and build- 
ings for local purposes undertaken bj paro- 
chial or other local authority, the Governor 
may, should it appear to him necessary and 
expedient, require the Suj)erintendent to aid 
the parties engaged therein with his advice, 
assistance, and generally to extend to them 
the benefit ofhis professional services.

WHEREAS William Henry Bartlefcte, 
President ; Edward F. White, Benja- 
min Thompson, Vice-Presidents; John 
Christopher Cordle, Reader ; Aaron Chris- 
topher Kennedy, Henry Simmons, Secre- 
taries ; ^lathaniel Ferguson, Treasurer;

John James Howell, Warden ; Nelson 
Panton, Chairman and others, members of 
the said Society have, under the name of 
**The Venerable and Ancient Samaritan 
Charitable Society," by their humble Petition, 
set forth that the said Society was esta- Preamble. 
Wished on the 15th of September, 1798, by 
persons of colour, for the purpose of aiding 
their poorer brethren . in sickness and dis- 
tress and interring them decently after

I. The present and all future members 
of the said Society shall be and they are 
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hereby declared and adjudged to be one 
Incorporation of b^J politic and corporate by the name of 
Society. the Barbados Venerable and Ancient Sama- 

ritan Charitable Society, and by that name shall 
and may have perpetual succession, and shall 
and may have a Common Seal, and the same 
may vary and alter at their pleasure. 

II. That the rules which have been 
hitherto used by the members of the Society 
for the good government of the same shall 
be deemed valid and in force until the 
same shall be altered or rescinded as 
hereinafter mentioned, and a transcript of 
the* said rules shall be recorded in the 
Secretary's OfBce of this Island within three 
months from the passing of this Act.

of them, or to make new rules, provided 
always that a copy of the proposed altera- 
tions or amendments, and of such new rules, 
signed by five members of the Society, and 
the Secretary, or other officer, shall be 
transmitted to and recorded in the Secre- 
tary's Office of this Island, and all rules, 
alterations and amendments, when so signed 
and recorded as aforesaid, shall be binding 
on the several members of the Society, and 
all persons claiming on account of a mem- 
ber or under the said rules, but unless and 
until the same shall be so signed and 
recorded as aforesaid, such rules, alterations

An Act to increase the Annual grant for 
the maintenance of the General Hospital^ 
and to make a grant to the same for 
building purposes. 

WHEREAS bv the Act of the Twenty- 
second July, One thousand eight 
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hundred and seventy-three, entitled an ** Act 
to aathorise the Directors of the General 
Hospital, to appropriate a farther sum of 
the unexpended balance of the annual 
Freambltt Legislative grant, for the support of the 

Hospital to 31st March, 1873, in extending 
the Ulcer Ward, in the purchasing of a piece 
of land for that purpose, and enclosing the 
same with a wall," after reciting that the 
Directors of the General Uospital were au- 
thorised by an Act passed on the 1st Feb- 
ruary, 1872, to appropriate a sum of Seven 
hundred and thirty-five pounds, part of 
the unexpended annual grant for the sup- 
port of the General Hospital for the year 
1872j in enlarging the Ulcer Ward, in 
erecting a Gallery for improving the ven- 
tilation of the same, and in erecting an 
additional Ward to the Janitor's Quarters, 
and reciting that the Ulcer Ward then 
proposed, required further enlargement, and 
the lands belonging to the said Hospital 
being insufficient, it was necessary to 
purchase a piece of land to erect the addi- 
tional Ward, and to enclose it with a wall; 
the Directors of the Hospital were thereby 
authorised to apply the sum of Four hundrea 
pounds, part of the unexpended grant to 
• the 31st March, 1873, in further enlarg- 
ing the Ulcer Ward, a sum not exceeding 
Three hundred pounds, other part thereof 
in the purchase of a piece of land to erect 
the buildings on, and a sam not exceeding 
One hundred and twenty-five pounds, other 
part thereof for enclosing the land pur- 
chased with a wall. And whereas by 
the Act of the 14th November, 1873, 
entitled '^ An Act to grant the annual 
sum of £300 to the Directors of the Barba- 
dos Hospital Society, for the relief of the 
Sick Poor, for a salary for a resident Sur- 
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geon, and a further sum not exceeding £300 
for building Quarters for the Surgeon, and 
to consolidate certain Acts relating to the 
General Hospital," a sum not exceeding 
Three hundred pounds was authorised to be 
paid from the Public Treasury, was placed 
at the disposal of the Trustees and Direc- 
tors of the General Hospital, for providing 
suitable Quarters for the resident Surgeon, 
and also an annual grant of Four thousand 
six hundred pounds was made from the Public 
Treasury towards the support ot the General 
Hospital, payable quarterly in advance to 
the said Trustees and Directors. And where- 
as by the enlargement of the Ulcer Ward, 
accommodation for fifty additional beds has 
been provided for ulcer patients, which has 
entailed a large increase in the expenditure 
of the Institution, and the present funds are 
inadequate to meet it. And whereas the 
funds allowed to be spent in building a new 
Ulcer Ward, and the sum granted for pro- 
viding suitable Quarters for the resident 
Surgeon, are insufficient to defray the cost of 
the same, And whereas it is deemed expedient 
to grant an additional annual sum for the 
maintenance of the General Hospital, and to 
make a grant for the building purposes above- 
mentioned. Be it therefore enacted by the 
Governor, Council, and Assembly of this Is- 
land, and by the authority of the same, as 
follows : 

I. An annual grant of One thousand four Grants £1,400 ad- 
hundred pounds in addition to the annual ditional towards sup* 
grant of Four thousand six hundred pounds, P^'^ ^^ Hospital, 
shall be made from the Public Treasury 
towards the support of the General Hospi- 
tal, to be paid quarterly in advance ; and 
the Governor in Council is hereby author- 
ized to issue warrants from time to time on 
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the Treasurer of the Island, authorising 
payment of same quarterly in advance ; and 
the Trustees and Directors of the said Hos- 
pital shall lay before the Legislature quar- 
terly statements of the expenditure of the 
grant of money made by this clause. 

II. A sum not exceeding Two hundred 
and fifty pounds is hereby granted from -the 
Public Treasury, to be used in paying the 
balance due for" the building of the new Ulcer 
Ward and the Quarters of the resident Sur- 
geon ; and the Governor in Council is hereby 
authorised to issue warrants from time to time 
to the Treasurer of the Island, requiring him 
to pay to the orders of the Trustees and Di- 
rectors, or a sufficient Board of them, such 
sums of money, not exceeding the said sum 
of Two hundred and fifty pounds as may be 
required for the purposes aforesaid.

An Act for securing to Moriz Weinrich, of 
Vienna, in the Empire of Avstria, the 
exclusive benefit for a limited time, of 
, his invention of Improvements in ths 
treatment and purification of Sugar and 
Saccharine matters, and in the Appara- 
ius employed therein. 

WHEREAS Moriz Weinrich, of Vienna 
in the Empire of Austria, has in- 
vented or discovered certain new and use- 
ful improvements in the treatment and puj- 
rification of Sugar and Saccharine matters, 
and in the Apparatus employed therein, and 
is desirous of securing to himself the exclu- 
sive benefit of his invention for a limited 
time in this Island. And whereas it is 
deemed expedient to secure to the said 
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Moriz Weinrich, tlie benefit of his said ia- 
yention ibr a limited time in this Island : 
Be it therefore enacted bj the Governor, 
Coancil, and Assembly of this Island, and by 
the authority of the same as follows : 



I. The said Moriz Weinrich, his Execu- 
tors, Administrators, and Assigns, and every 
of them by himself and themselves, or by 
his and their deputy or deputies, servants or 
agents, or such otliers as he the said Moriz 
"Weinrich, his Executors, Administrators, and 
Assigns, shall at any time agree with and 
BO others, from time to time, and at all times 
hereafter during the term of seven years 
from the passing of this Act, shall and law- 
fully may make, use, exercise, and vend his 
said invention of certain new and useful im- 
provements in the treatment and purification 
of Sugar and Saccharine matters, and in the 
Apparatus employed therein, within this 
Island, in such manner as to him the said 
Moriz Weinrich, his Executors, Administra- 
tors, and Assigns, or any of them, shall in 
his or their.discretion seem meet, and he the 
said Moriz Weinrich, his Executors, Ad- 
ministrators, and Assigns, shall and lawfully 
may have and enjoy the whole profit, bene- 
fit, commodity, and advantage from time to 
time coming, growing, and accruinsT, and 
arising by reason of the said invention, for 
and during the term hereinbefore mentioned. 

II. It shall not be lawful for any person 
or persons, bodies politic or corporate, or 
any of them at any time during the continn- 
imce of the said term hereby granted, either 
directly or indirectly to make, use, or put 
in practice the said invention, or any part 
of the same, nor in any wise connterfeit| 
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imitate or resemble the same, whereby to 
pretend himself or themf^el^'es the inventor 
or inventors thereof, without the consent of 
tBe said Moriz Weinrich, his Executors, Ad- 
ministrators, and Assijrns, in writing under 
his or their hand or hands, seal or seals, 
first had and obtained in that behalf. 

III. If any person or persons wlosoever, 
body or bodies, politic or corporate shall, 
during the continuance of the said time, at 
any time, either directly or indirectly, make, 
use, put in practice, or vend the said In- 
vention and improvements, or any of them, 
or any part thereof, within this Island, with- 
out a permission or. license in writing first 
had and obtained from the said Moriz VVeia- 
rich, his Executors, Administrators and As- 
signs, the said Moriz Weinrich, his Execu- 
tors, Administrators, and Assigns, shall have 
Remedy for using and be entitled to such and the like remedies, 
invention without h- ^^^^^ at Law and in Equity in the Courts of 
this Island against every such person, body 
politic or corporate, for every such infringe- 
ment or violation of the rights and privileges 
hereby granted to him and them, or against 
the person or persons for whose benefit tha 
same shall have been so made, used, or put 
in practice, without such license or permis- 
sion as aforesaid, as the Grantee of any Let- 
ters Patent for any Invention, would be en- 
titled to in the like caee by the Law of Eng- 
land. And in any action which may be brought 
against any such person or body politic or cor- 
porate, it shall be lawful for the Defendant 
m such Action, to plead any such matter in 
defence, as may be pleaded bv any defendant 
in any Action brought in the Courts of West- 
minster Hall, for the infringement of any 
Patent granted by Her Most Gracious 
Majesty. 
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IV. Provided neyertheless that if the said 
If oriz Weinrich shall not file a specification Spedflcatioii to be 
of his said inyentioii in the Secretary's Office filedkrcolo^ Se- 
of this Island within six calendar monthaT cietftry*8 Off^ 
after the passing of this Act, that then this 
Act, and all liberties and advantages what- 
soever hereby granted shall utterly ceas^ 
determine, and become void^ anything as 
hereinbefore contained to the contrary there- 
of, notwithstanding.
